CHANGE  IN  POLICY  OF  DISTRIBUTING  "SERVICE  ANNOUNCEMENTS." 

While  this  publication  is  designed  primarily  to  disseminate  information  and 
instructions  to  persons  in  the  service  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  it  has 
been  decided  to  furnish  copies  hereafter  in  a  limited  way  to  establishments  at 
which  the  federal  meat  inspection  is  conducted  and  to  other  persons  and  firms 
with  whom  the  bureau  has  such  official  relations  as  to  make  it  necessary  for 
them  to  receive  the  information  herein  contained.  Announcements  made  in  this 
publication  will  be  considered  as  official  notice  to  all  establishments  and  persons 
receiving  copies. 

A  supply  will  be  sent  to  each  official  in  charge  of  a  station  or  branch  of  the 
bureau  service,  who  should  promptly  distribute  copies  to  all  members  of  his 
force  whose  duties  are  such  as  to  warrant  this.  Copies  for  the  slaughtering 
and  meat-packing  establishments  will  be  mailed  to  them  directly  from  Washing- 
ton, but  as  the  edition  is  limited,  extra  copies  can  not  be  furnished  beyond  the 
number  sent.  Numbers  previous  to  the  present  one  were  intended  only  for 
bureau  employees  and  will  not  be  supplied  to  others.  While  it  is  impossible  to 
furnish  complete  sets,  back  numbers  will  be  supplied  so  far  as  possible  in  special 
cases  to  inspectors  in  charge,  especially  to  those  at  new  stations.  A  file  should 
be  kept  at  each  bureau  station  for  reference. 

This  publication  is  not  intended  for  general  distribution  to  the  public,  and 
requests  for  copies  will  not  be  complied  with  unless  it  is  clearly  shown  that  they 
come  within  the  conditions  above  stated.

INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

Cleaning  Hog  Carcasses. 

Hog  carcasses  should  be  thoroughly  cleaned  at  the  time  of  slaughter  in  order 
to  prevent  the  dirt  which  would  otherwise  remain  upon  the  skin  from  entering 
into  lard  or  pickling  vats  or  in  any  way  contaminating  the  meat  or  meat  food 
products. 

Handling  Loose  Meats  on  Trucks. 

Loose  meats  must  not  be  transferred  on  trucks  from  which  they  are  likely  to 
fall  to  the  floor.  Such  meats  should  be  handled  on  trucks  provided  with  sides 
and  should  not  be  piled  higher  than  the  sides  of  the  trucks. 
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Marking  Sweet  Pickled  Meats. 

It  has  been  found  that  marking  with  branding  ink  at  the  time  of  shipment 
of  sweet  pickled  meats,  loaded  in  bulk  into  cars  or  packed  in  containers,  is 
unsatisfactory,  as  the  marks  are  blurred  and  the  meat  is  discolored.  Hereafter, 
when  such  meats  are  marked  at  the  time  of  shipment,  this  shall  be  done  with  a 
hot  branding  iron. 

Testing  Containers  with  Air  Pressure. 

Tierces,  kegs,  casks,  etc.,  intended  as  containers  of  meat  and  meat  food  prod- 
ucts must  not  be  tested  by  blowing  with  the  mouth.  Establishments  should 
provide  mechanical  appliances  for  this  purpose. 

Oil  from  Tankage. 

Referring  to  instructions  on  this  subject  in  Service  Announcements  No.  6, 
October  15,  1907,  page  8,  and  to  B.  A.  I.  Order  150,  regulation  16,  section  1,  the 
oil  obtained  by  pressing  tankage  from  tanks  used  for  edible  products  may  be 
passed  for  food,  provided  that  the  separation  of  the  tank  rooms  and  equipment 
has  been  completed;  that  the  press  room  and  equipment,  including  the  press 
and  press  cloths,  are  maintained  in  sanitary  condition,  and  that  the  press  and 
drainage  are  so  arranged  that  none  of  the  oil  comes  in  contact  with  the  floor. 


SUBSTANCE  PERMITTED  FOR  OFFICIAL  DIPPING  OF  SHEEP. 

The  use  of  the  following-named  substance  is  permitted  by  the  department  in 
the  official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies : 

"  F.  W.  McNess'  Krenol,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip  manufactured  for  the  Furst- 
McNess  Company,  Freeport,  111.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  F.  W.  Mc- 
Ness' Krenol  to  not  more  than  69  gallons  of  water. 

Inspectors  will  not  permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  packages  of  this  dip 
which  are  not  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  above  specifications,  nor  will  they 
permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  any  proprietary  dip  which  does  not  bear  the 
guaranty  required  of  manufacturers  by  the  regulations,  B.  A.  I.  Order  143  and 
amendments  thereto,  or  which  in  any  manner  violates  the  provisions  of  said 
regulations  or  amendments. 


WATERING  SHEEP  BEFORE  DIPPING. 

Reports  have  been  received  of  injury  to  sheep  from  drinking  of  the  dipping 
solution.  In  order  that  this  may  be  avoided  sheep  should,  whenever  possible,  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  drink  water  freely  within  six  hours  before  dipping.  In 
addition  the  dripping  platforms  should  be  so  constructed  that  the  dip  may  be 
drained  away  and  not  collect  in  pools  from  which  the  sheep  may  drink. 


CRUDE  OIL  FOR  DIPPING  CATTLE. 

Inspectors  having  charge  of  official  dipping  of  cattle  may,  upon  request  of  the 
owner,  permit  the  use  of  crude  petroleums  which  do  not  strictly  conform  to  the 
specifications  of  the  department  with  respect  to  boiling  point,  gravity,  and 
sulphur  content.  In  such  cases  it  must  be  explained  to  the  owner  that  the 
department,  as  in  all  other  cases,  assumes  no  responsibility  for  the  effect  of  such

oils  upon  the  cattle  or  upon  the  disease.  If  such  dippings  are  carried  out,  the 
cattle  should  not  be  passed  by  the  inspector  until  he  has  assured  himself  that 
the  treatment  is  efficacious.  In  addition  the  inspector  should  forward  a  quart 
of  the  oil  used  to  the  Biochemic  Division,  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry.  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C,  together  with  a  report  showing 
the  effect  of  the  oil  on  the  cattle  and  on  the  ticks  or  -scab  mites,  as  the  case 
may  be. 


DIRECTIONS  FOR  RENDERING  ACCOUNTS. 

Employees  are  directed  to  comply  strictly  with  the  following  requirements  in 
rendering  reimbursement ,  accounts  (Form  4)  for  travel,  station,  and  field 
expenses : 

Street-car  fares. — Charges  for  street-car  fares  should  show  the  number  of 
fares  and  the  amount  expended  each  day  therefor.  If  other  than  5-cent  fares 
are  charged,  the  rate  should  be  shown. 

Livery  hire. — Sub  vouchers  for  livery  hire  should  be  prepared  in  accordance 
with  the  form  prescribed  on  page  41  of  the  Fiscal  Regulations.  They  should 
show  the  points  to  which  the  outfit  was  driven,  the  distance  traveled,  the  dates, 
with  hours  of  beginning  and  ending  hire,  and  the  rate  per  day,  hour,  or  trip. 

Abstracts. — Abstracts  of  reimbursement  accounts  (Form  4)  should  be  exact 
duplicates  in  items,  wording,  etc.,  of  the  accounts  to  which  they  are  attached. 

Travel. — Accounts  for  traveling  expenses  should  invariably  show  the  hours 
of  departure  from  and  arrival  at  official  station.  See  prescribed  form  on  page 
39  of  the  Fiscal  Regulations.
